went 
overseas. 
Shroupe 
stated in the letter to his mother 
that Kellis was killed instantly and 
said he was one of those who ran to 
him after he fell. 
He was dead be­ 
fore they reached him. 
He failed to 
state in the letter how lie was killed. 
According to the letter the young 
man was buried the following day. 
The young man is a son of Mrs. 
James Kellis of Lynrhburg and he is 
survived by two brothers, La? Kellis 
of Xenia and Joseph Kellis who just 
returned from overseas aud who is 
now at Camp Taylor and two sisters, 
Miss Thelma Kellis and Mrs. Artier 
Rosier of Dayton. 
It seems strange circumstance that 
the brother who had not been at the 
front during the war should be kill­ 
ed after the war is over while the 
one who fought in three of the hard­ 
est battles of the war and was under 
fire for seven consecutive days at St. 
Mihiel should return to America with­ 
out a scratch.
